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Family of five safe but distraught at losing their dream home

Members of a local family 
have lost their dream home 
on East and West Line, but 
they're being well-looked 
after while they wait to hear 
whether their house will be 
rebuilt. 

Jacob Friesen, his wife 
and three children, aged 11, 
15 and 17, were not at home 
Saturday evening when a 
cooking pot accidentally left 
on the stove started a Are, 
says Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Fire Chief Alex Burbidge. 

If they'd been sitting out 


in their backyard, the story 
would have had a different 
ending—their smoke alarms 
were working, he said. 

A driver passing by saw 
the fire and called 911, and 
minutes later a volunteer 
firefighter also driving by 
stopped and began to look 
around the house to see 
where the smoke was com¬ 
ing. Old Town firefighters 
arrived, and while some 
attacked the fire, others 
began a search inside the 
house to make sure nobody 
was home, said Chief 
Burbidge. 

Once the ceilings began to 
cave in, they had to attack the 
fire from outside, through the 
roof, which eventually col¬ 
lapsed as well. 

But although the damage 
is extensive, the structure of 
the house is sound, said the 
fire chief. 

Representatives from the 
Friesen's insurance company 
were on hand Saturday eve¬ 


ning to make sure the family 
had a place to stay, and 
between them and the many 
members of the tight-knit 
Mennonite community who 
stopped by Saturday evening, 
including their pastor and 


his wife, the family had every¬ 
thing they needed. 

Pegging the damage at 
less than $500,00, Chief 
Burbidge said it will be up to 
the insurance company to 
determine whether the house 


is rebuilt or replaced. 

The Friesens, he said, told 
him they loved their home, 
and were distraught at losing 
it. They had only lived there 
for about two years, and told 
him that before that, they 


used to drive by and hope 
that if it went up for sale, they 
would be able to purchase it 
But although they were 
upset at the loss of their 
home, they were happy 
nobody was hurt, he said.

The Friends had 
applied to have the per¬ 
formance staged again at 
the Fort in the interven¬ 
ing years, but it wasn't 
until two years ago that 
they had the opportunity 
to have the Ride back in 

However, they were 
given the choice of going 
ahead or waiting for 2012 
to co-incide with bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations, and 
the decision was made to 
hold off until this sum- 

The Musical Ride was 
developed in 1876 by early 
members of the North- 
West Mounted Police to 
display their riding ability 
and entertain the local 
community. 

It has evolved over the 
decades into a uniquely 
Canadian performance 
enjoyed by tens of thou¬ 
sands of spectators across 


the country every year. 

Members of the Musical 
Ride are police officers 
with at least two years’ 
experience in police work 
before volunteering for 
duty with the Musical 
Ride. Most have no prior 
riding experience. 

They tour from May 
until October, rotating 
provinces—Ontario loca¬ 
tions have the opportuni¬ 
ty to feature the Ride every 
two years. 

Tickets for the RCMP 
Musical Ride are on sale 
at the Friends of Fort 
George Gift Shop. 

Tickets for adults are 
$15; children ages six to 
16 are $10; and a family 
ticket for two adults and 
up to five children is $45. 

The gates will open at 
5:30 p.m—bring a lawn 
chair or blanket. 

The fort will put on a 
pre-show, with music, 
musket demonstrations 
and kids' activities, with 


the Ride beginning at 7:30 
p.m. It lasts 30 to 40 min¬ 
utes, so that the sun is 
beginning to set, and it 
will be amazing to watch 
the show at sunset, said 
Alexander. 

RCMP officers stay for 
another half hour or so 
after the Ride to talk with 
the crowd, and allow 
opportunities for kids to 
get close to the horses for 
photographs. 

Coffee, cold drinks, 
and light snacks will be 
available inside the Fort. 

RCMP-related mer¬ 
chandise will be available 
while quantities last at the 
Fort George Gift Shop 
until 6:30 p.m. 

All proceeds go to the 
Friends of Fort George for 
programming, including 
their summer student 
program. 

A limited number of 
tickets will be available at 
the fort the night of the 
performance.

Council also approved a 
review of Official Plan policies 
and zoning bylaws to look at 
how best to deal with new 
and existing cottage rentals 
and vacation apartments. 

The review will include 
input from industry represen¬ 
tatives and residents, and is 
expected to be completed, 
with recommendations, by 
December. 

Members of the associa¬ 


tion agree with the need to 
regulate cottage rentals, and 
share the view expressed by a 
number or residents that the 
lack of clear and enforced 
regulations could give rise to 
situations where their opera¬ 
tion negatively impacts on 
residents, says Hawes. 

But first, he says, is the 
need to understand the 
nature and frequency of 
issues that have arisen in the 
past, to provide the facts 


solutions. 

Hawes andTony Chisholm, 
both owners of cottages in the 
Old Town, live near enough 
to their rental properties to 
know if there are problems 
with noise or parking, and 
there aren't, they say. 

They both screen their 
visitors, but most requests 
come from families, usually 
older and retired—not visi¬ 
tors who are going to be up 


late or making a lot of noise. 

The same could be said of 
most rentals, says Chisholm, 
likely dictated by the cost and 
the security deposit, which is 
also tied to disturbances. 

"We have regulations that 


inspected every two years. If 
the regulations become too 
stifling, owners tend to go 
underground, and the ability 
to control them becomes

During its annual election 
of officers in Ottawa last week, 
local Councillor Jim Collard 
was named a vice-president 
to the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario's 
board of directors. 

Collard, who also serves as 
chair of the Ontario Small 
Urban Municipalities caucus 
under AMO, will now be a 
member of the executive 
charged with meeting with 
the Ontario Cabinet as they 
work together on challenges 
facing municipalities. 

“I am honoured to serve at 
this level,” said Collard. 
“Already, we are seeing some 
movement by the provincial 
government on critical mat¬ 
ters, such as policing costs, 
infrastructure renewal, and 
the problems in some munici¬ 
palities facing “two-hatter” 
(volunteer and professional) 
firefighters. I am proud to rep¬ 
resent Niagara-on-the-Lake 
on the executive." 

In the past, 
Collard said, the 
Town has tried to 
act alone on its 
mission to reduce 
costs to residents. 

"We are not 
alone and can not 
act alone. Spiraling 
costs for policing in 
particular will need 
to be addressed. 
Together with our 
municipal partners 
and AMO, we will 
hold the province 
to account so that

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Council says yes to negotiating 10-year draft lease with jet boats 


> But several 
councillors 
stress the need 
for public input 
before lease reaches 
final stage

Two first-term council¬ 
lors reminded their peers 
at the council table Monday 
that while they understand 
previous jet boat lease 
negotiations have been 
controversial, they weren't 
on past councils to hear 
residents' concerns. 

Councillors Maria 
Bau-Coote and 
Jamie King both said 
they wanted to be 
sure there would be 
ample opportunity 
to hear what resi¬ 
dents have to say 
before the lease 
reaches its final stag- 

While she has 
nothing against the 
jet boat operation, 
Bau-Coote said, the 
dock area "was sup¬ 
posed to be open 
space, open to the 
public." 

King, too, said he 
has concerns that he 
would like to see 
addressed with com¬ 
munity input. 

At issue in the 
recommendation 
before them was 


wording that clouded the 
public process, appearing 
to bring residents into the 
discussion after the lease 
details have been finalized 
but before the document is 

But at that point, it 
could be difficult to change 
terms that have already 
been negotiated, council¬ 
lors pointed out. 

Gracia Janes, on behalf 
of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Conservancy, was at 
council to also ask for a 


While she applauded 
councillors for deferring 
the staff recommendation 
before them originally, 
which would have allowed 


for no public input, she 
said staff was omitting cru¬ 
cial factors in its report, 
relating to "long-standing 
and vociferous opposition" 
to the jet boat operation 
by residents on both sides 
of the river, as well as three 
groups that have in the 
past opposed the lease of 
the Melville Street dock to 
a "camival-like activity." 

Janes was objecting to 
the 10-year lease being 
negotiated before the pub¬ 
lic has any knowledge of 
how it will deal with "the 
multiple problems this 
intense, disruptive and 
often non-compliant use 
has caused over the last 
several years." 


And once the lease is 
signed, it would be much 
more difficult for council 
"to pull in the reins to sat¬ 
isfy public concerns," Janes 

Bau-Coote and King 
echoed some of Janes' 
other concerns, that the 
lease to the jet boat opera¬ 
tion does not satisfy the 
Town's vision for the 
waterfront, that public 
access to the dock be pro¬ 
vided or that the dock area 
should be a quiet, low-key 
neighbourhood. 

" How does this extreme¬ 
ly intense use, in a very 
small neighbourhood, 
squeezed in between the 
boat club and the town- 


owned public lands, 
enhance the stated council 
vision of a quiet, historic, 
low-scale neighbourhood, 
where residents and visi¬ 
tors alike will enjoy their 
experience by the river in 
a tranquil environment," 
Janes asked. 

She also wants details 
of specific controls, such as 
the use of loud hailers, 
introductory sessions to 
thrill-riders performed on 
public property, and envi¬ 
ronmental impacts of the 
jet boats' many thousands 
of trips. 

Although council did 
not defer the recommen¬ 
dation to move the lease 
forward, they did change it 


somewhat to ensure the 
public process occurs 
hand-in-hand with negoti¬ 
ations, rather than after 
the lease is finalized. 

A public meeting will 
be scheduled for early 
September, town adminis¬ 
trator Mike Galloway said, 
and residents' comments 
will be included in a report 
to come before council 
later in the month when 
is expected to be 


Council agreed to the 
amended recommendation 
that will allow town staff 
to move forward with 
negotiations but also give 
residents a chance to voice 
their concerns.

Quagmire 
needs to be 
cleaned up 

The Kormos-Fast saga 
regarding over-develop¬ 
ment on Dee Road in 
Queenston continues 
unabated. 

In 2002, an Ontario 
Municipal Board denied Mr. 
Fast building three houses 
on the 210 feet by 140 feet 
hillside lot. In accordance 
with sensible infilling one 
house was permitted, pro¬ 
vided that the Town 
demand for road improve¬ 
ment was met and spring 
surface run-off water on the 
Kormos property be rerout¬ 
ed. 

At the time a site plan was 
drawn up by the Town 
works department showing 
a driveway at the top of the 
hill for the future home. 

Dee Road was shown to be 
improved and widened 


eastward from the Niagara 
Parkway to the bottom of 
the hill ending at the west 
end of the Kormos property. 
The remaining portion of 
historic Dee Road was to 
remain a narrow historic 
lane, similar to its 1790 ori¬ 
gin. The Fast’s dream home 
site plan thus was estab¬ 
lished 12 Vi years ago. 

The nightmare began 
suddenly this past spring 
when Mr. Fast announced 
that the new home would 
be built at the bottom of the 
hill. Since he was paying for 
part of the road improve¬ 
ment, Fast demanded that 
Dee Road be widened and 
improved the full length 
through to Queenston 
Street. 

Mr. Kuczera, the Town’s 
director of public works, 
supported the new site plan 
and insisted on the road 
widening to allow passage 
for the village fire truck to 
provide turn around space 
for it. Our Town Council 
agreed, somehow failing to 
realize that fire trucks do 


have a reverse gear. 

The dream home is now 
built, just 56 inches from 
the Kormos’s back fence 
with its south wall rising 
over 40 feet tall. The fact 
that it is 1 Vi feet taller than 
regulation allows has been 
overlooked. It has been 
approved. 

Finally in building, the 
builder has tapped into an 
underground spring which 
is draining down on our 
property, creating a mud 
swallow the width of the 
new home and extending 
eastward another 35 feet. 
This quagmire has existed 
for over four months with 
tall weeds unable to be cut. 
In conclusion, our surface 
water problem after 12 years 
still has not been proven to 
be corrected. The spring of 
2013 will tell. 

In addition to the above 
frustrations, the building of 
the new roadbed severed 
the roots of a 60 foot 60 year 
old birch tree that fall 
recently onto the 
Willowbank property. 


As expected, traffic has 
increased and the historic 
splendor of a very old lane 
has begrudgingly been 
forced into the modem age. 

All this headache and 
heartache has been created 
by the town officials permit¬ 
ting one additional home to 
be built on Upper Canada’s 
oldest lane.

She thinks he is going to

location in Allanburg 
became too crowded. 

But it's not a central loca¬ 
tion, and some of the emails 
sent to Fast revealed a con¬ 
cern about rumours to move 
the staff to St. Catharines, 
where more schools will be 
closing. 

Fast says he will bring it 
up at a meeting Wednesday 
to determine if there is any 
truth to it—it's not a subject 
that has been discussed at 
board or committee meet¬ 
ings he has attended. 

He says he's not alone in 
believing there could be a 
return of secondary school 
education at the site—by 
looking at a Grade 7 to 12 
school, or partnering with 
other boards. 

"The province has to look 
at ways of saving money. It 
may be that it will look at 
harmonizing the education 
system. That's my hope as a 
trustee. I'm optimistic there 
will be a solution found. 


There are NOTL residents 
who are still interested in 
seeing secondary school 
education returned to 

Looking at sharing the 
facility with one or more 
school boards—there are 
four in Niagara—is not only 
economical, but addresses 
programing issues, says 

"It's already been done in 
other provinces, and it's a 
step that could be taken to 
make our provincial balance 
sheet look better. The prov¬ 
ince harmonized GST and 
PST, why not harmonize the 
education act? I'm not the 
only public school trustee in 
Niagara, or in the province, 
who thinks that way." 

Phil Leboudec is a mem¬ 
ber of the Town's education 
committee that was formed 
in September, 2011, with a 
mandate to look at the over¬ 
all education picture, taking 
into account growth in the 


community and whether or 
not there is enough space for 
students. 

Leboudec says he has 
always expected to see high 
school education returned 
to NOTL, maybe six to 10 
years from now, but he's 
beginning to think that could 
be sooner. 

If trustees are going to 
have a conversation about 
declining enrolment at 
Parliament Oak, which is 
looking at about 100 stu¬ 
dents and the possibility of 
one three-grade split class, 
says Leboudec, "a Grade 7 to 
12 starts to look like a possi¬ 
bility. But at the end of the 
day, it's in the hands of the 
school board. They'll do 
what they need to do." 

In the meantime, he 
agrees with Fast—it's impor¬ 
tant to keep the resource 
centre at the former high 
school to ensure the prop¬ 
erty remains with the public 
school board.
